son of Admiral Hayes O'Grady, 
Krinagh House, Castleconnel!l, brother of 
the first Viscount Guillamore, Standish 
Hayes O’Grady was born in 1832. He 
was educated at Rugby and _ Trinjty 
College, Dublin. During his college days 
he engaged in the reading of Gaelic 
publishing, at the age of twenty-one, 
first work, a study of ‘Donough 
Macnamara. He was an original ‘member 
of the Council of the QOssianic Society, 
founded in 1853. and did much excellent 
work for that learned body. On 
college he took up civil engineering, 
is said to have worked at the laying 
Irish uilways. In 1857 he went 
America, and an adventurous career of 
gold-mining and seafaring followed. In 
1882 he stood unsuccessfully. althouch 
recommended by the best British and 
foreign Philologists, for the Celtic 
at Edinburgh. Four years later he found 
his true lifework at the British Museum, 
where failing health obliged him to work 
intermittently. He died in Cheshire in 
1915, and was buried at Altrincham. 

In 1892 O'Grady published “Silva 
Gadelica,” a collection of miscellaneous 
pieces copied in the Museum, with notes 
and translation in his extraordinary Eng- 
lish, rugged, vigorous, droll. This work— 
which would command large if the 
publishers would but seprint it—possibly 
may be regarded as having given the 
impetus to the modern literary revival, in 
English as well as Irish, in Ireland. Never 
was there a more sympathetic interpreta- 
tion of a neglected literature, conveying 
manner, spirit and intent vividly and 
persuasively. Its influence may be traced 
in many poets and crities to whom it gave 
the key to Irish letters. O’Grady's part 
of the Catalogue could be read as a third 
part of ‘‘Silva Gadelica’’; for, apart 
from its formal indexing of MSS., it 
tains scores of quotations with translations 
in the same peculiar style. 
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sale 
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To convey a just notion of the teeming 
interest of O’Gradyv’s work is difficult, 
since the material resembles a treasure 
thrown at random before us, waiting to be 
sorted, classified and expounded. We find, 
for instance, an account of an early 
fourteenth century vellum containing the 

Annals of Boyle.’’. Portions are written 
in a phonetic seript, and O'Grady 
lengthy examples whereby we are enabled 
to compare pronunciation in the Early 
Modern period with that of our own day. 
Among marginalia is: reference to the 
removal to Rome, by Donough, son of 
trian Boru, of the crown of Ireland—an 
ill-omened loss which we find lamented by 
poets down to the eighteenth century in 
verses scattered through the catalogue. 

We turn O’Grady’s pages and come upon 
the description of O’Clery’s Glossary of 
obsolete and difficult Irish words. This 
was composed by one of the celebrated 
bardic family, to whom we owe the Annals 
of the Four Masters. At the Irish Friars’ 
College at Louvain it was printed in 1643 
—the first work of bardic scholarship. we 
may say, to go through the presses. Next, 
we find reference to an _ Irish-English 
dictionary of considerable learning, com- 
piled by Peter O'Connell, a Clare school- 
master, who died about 1826.

DEAN INGE’S ESSAYS 
—— 


EAN INGE’S most notable literary 
work is found in his writings on 
Platonism. Not in his philosophy alone, 
but in the general accent oí all that he 
writes, he veealls Plato to our minds. We 
think of Socrates going down with friendly 
interest to watch the ceremonial torch- 
race, and with his dying breath reminding 
the living to pay his debts to the gods in 
whom he does not believe; and we recog- 
nise the same cold, yet kindly, intel- 
lectualism in Dean Inge’s essays. That 
spirited book, ' Outspoken Essays,’ was a 
revelation of a mental! outlook strange in 
contemporary England. It reviewed the 
problems of the time with dispassionate 
candour and reached surprising. con- 
clusions. Science—and especially the 
results of the social sciences—was the 
essayists’ criterion; and every argument, 
every belief, that seeks validity in tradt- 
fich, inspiration, or intuition, was set 
aside. As Socrates in quict reasoning 
drew the image of a republic shaped by 
the laws of logic. so Dean Inge depicted 
an England wholly ideal. The plough 
would be driven over the site of modern 
cities; the population would be reduced 
in numbers and would revert to an agri- 
cultural economy; the enlightened ones— 
the Platonic wise—would dwell! in a half- 
conventual life, consecrated to social 
service.

In Dean Inge’s new book of essays there 
is not much that is new. The essays ave 
reprinted newspaper articles which survey 
topics that have arisen in the last four 
vears in the light of the doctrines pre- 
viously expounded. There are four 
sections—literary, political. social and 
religious. It is in the last that Dean Inge 
is at bis best; for his themes here escape 
triviality or merely transient importance 
and he draws upon the deeps of thought. 
He discusses the Lambeth Conference, re- 
union, religion affected by the war, 
mysticism, modernism, and kindred sub 
jects.

Many, of course, will hold 
that Dean Inge too far and rejects 
what is well-attested in one sweeping 
denial. They will find it hard, perhaps, 
to distinguish his view of Church history 
from plain rationalism ‘The greatest 
of all the through which 
Christianity has passed was its transplan- 
tation into the soil of Enropean culture 
which the work of St. Paul's life. 
The Church then made its choice: it 
gained [’urope and lost Asia Passages 
like this, which abound in these essays, 
seem to regard the Christian religion as a 
merely human movement. The Pro- 
testant theory of inspiration is quite un- 
tenable,’’ Dean Inge adds, and he speaks 
of the Books of the Old Testament as “ the 
patriotic legends of a tribe of Bedouins.’

structing, or, rather, of constructing for 
the first time, a type of Christianity which 
is in conformity with the genius of our 
nation.”

Nevertheless, 
he corrects many Old World notions in like 
manner. It was in the States, he says, 
that he found the best English spoken. 
He has a contempt, scarcely consistent 
vith his scientific impartiality of judg- 
ment, for other breeds than the Anglo 
Saxon, and he lJooks forward to “an 
English-speaking League’’ that shall 
the true world-Power of future.

Russia in Travail. 


The highly-coloured reports of armed 
outbreaks in Russia which have been re- 
ceived in Western Europe during recent 
weeks must be accepted with the greatest 
reserve. Most of these stories are derived 
from very doubtful sources, and in the 
absence of trustworthy news little atten- 
tion pught to be paid to them. There 
seems to be no doubt, however, that events 
are moving rapidly in Russia. Since the 
death of Lenin the Bolshevist leaders have 
been at sixes and sevens. His strong per- 
sonality acted as a powerful unifying 
influence, and while he was alive the 
jealousies of his colleagues never were 
allowed to the solidarity of 
the Bolshevist movement, Next to Lenin, 
the strongest figure the 
Bolshevist ranks was Dzerjinsky, the 
redoubtable chief of the “Cheka,’’ who 
was responsible for the savage executions 
of the earlier period of the revolution. 
Now he, too, is dead, and the remainder 
of the Soviet Party seems to be breaking 
up into its elements. There always were 
two more or less distinct wings in the 
Russian Government. One, led by Trotsky, 
was composed mainly of Jews, and was

Maxim Gorki once said that his country 
was an @normous ant-heap into which Bol- 
shevism had poked a stick. The upheaval 
of 1917 was so violent that years must 


pass before the process of recovery can 
become complete ; but the process has begun. 
Marxian Communism was a failure from 
the start, and Lenin himself admitted 
that it never could gain a permanent grip 
on Russia unless it-should be adopted by 
the ‘other nations of the world. For that 
reason, doubtless, the Soviet leaders have 
been making desperate efforts to foment 
revolution outside the borders of their own 
country. Even to-day they are supplying 
funds to the British miners in the vain 
hope that Britain may succumb to their 
crazy propaganda. The less fanatical 
Bolsheviks, however, know that their 
movement has failed, and _ Stallin’s 
supremacy suggests that they are be- 
ginning at last to face that fact. Europe 
must be patient with Russia. She must 
work’ out her own salvation, and any 
interference from outside sources would 
do infinitely more harm than good. Her 
seat on the League of Nations is waiting 
for her. The only condition which she 
will be required to fulfil is the acknow- 
ledgment of her contractual obligations to 
the rest of the world. When Russia admits 
her debts the way will be clear. If 
Stallin is a statesman, he will not hesitate 
to take this step; for Russia is in sore 
need of friends. Her economy has been 
shattered by the criminal folly of Bol- 
shevism. One of the richest countries on 
earth in natural resources, she is poverty- 
stricken to-day. Without the aid of foreign 
capjtal no real progress can be made, and 
so long as the Soviet Government con- 
tinues to treat its creditors with contempt 
investors hardly can be expected to come 
to its assistance.

Science To-day. 


The British Association has closed a 
session which, if not remarkable in the 
production of brilliant new theses or the 
announcement of great discoveries, was yet 
a remarkable demonstration of the place 
‘that science holds in modern life. The 
Prince of Wales, as president, delivered 
the inaugural address and dwelt upon the 
importance of scientific research as a 
means towards national greatness. To- 
day the pioneers of empire toil, not in 
the desert camp, but in the university 
laboratory, and industry depends upon the 
chemist rather than the craftsman. Not 
with the practical aspects of science alone, 
however, was the Association occupied. 
Many papers were read which revealed 
new fields of purely philosophic knowledge. 
The habits of the lower animal creation 
were expounded, and the life of plants 
was described in terms which tempt the 
savant, like the saint; to talk of brother 
tree and sister flower. At the opposite 
extreme of human interests, learned men 
discussed the future of the human bace, 
and talked of the danger of an over- 
populated earth. Physicists told of fresh 
investigations into the nature and 
properties of the elements of which the 
material world is built. The whole range 
of experience was exhibited in these 
varied discourses as a unit, and fitly the 
len of science ended their discussions on 

purely philosophical note, when Sir

DEPARTURE FOR LONDON.

SAFETY IN RAILWAY 
TRAVELLING. 
— > a . — 
A CONTRAST WITH THE 
ROADS. 

The returns of railway accidents just 
issued by the Ministry of Transport) in 
London show that only one passenger |was 
killed in a train accident in Great Britain 
last year. In drawing attention to {this 
fact the Railway Information Bureau ppint 
out that since the opening of the present 
century there have been two years—1901 land 
1908—without a single fatality to passengers 
in accidents to trains, and in 1909, as in 
1925, only one fatal accident occurred, while 
in each of the years 1918, 1919 and 1923 there 
were only three. 

When it is considered that over 
1,700,000,000 passenger journeys by train are 
made every year on the railways of Great 
Britain, involving the running of 262,000,000 
passenger train miles, it will be seen that a 
passenger’s risk of death on the railway is so 
infinitesimal as to be negligible—one chance 
in seventeen hundred millions. 

It is impossible not to contrast this ¢com- 
parative freedom from mishap with | the 
melancholy death roll of the roads, as it 
has been described, which confronts | the 
newspaper reader daily, and is accentuated 
each week-end and every holiday period in 
town and country. alike. Compared with 
the ever-present peril of the London streets, 
in which 840 persons were killed In 1925, or 
th: heavy death-roll of 35,631 for a year on 
the roads of Great Britain, a journey by 
train to hundreds of millions of people is 
practically without risk. 

In no other country in the world are $uch 
elaborate precautions taken to ensure | the 
safety of the traveller by rail, and to |this 
mav be attributed the fortunate position oc- 
cupied by Great Britain in regard fo |rail-

OBITUARY. 


SIR WILLIAM RIDGEWAY. 

Sir William Ridgeway, Professor of 
Archeology in the University of Cambridge 
since 1892, was found dead in bed at his 
residence, Flendyshe, Fen Ditton, near Cam- 
bridge, yesterday morning, death having 
taken place during the night. His "health 
had failed since the death of Lady Ri.ige- 
way early in June, but his illness was rct 
thought to be serious, and he had dined in 
the college last Sunday. 

Sir William Ridgeway was one of the most 
versatile and distinguished scholars of his 
time. 
“The youngest son of the Rev. J. H. Ridge- 
way, M.A., Rector of Ballydermot, King's 
County, he was born on the 6th of August, 
1853, and was educated at Portarlington 
School, under the Rev. Dr. Wall, and at 
Trinity College, Dublin. Among his con- 
temporaries at Portarl' gton were Lord Car- 
son and General Sir Bryan Mahon. From 
Portarlington he entered Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he won the Berkeley medal 
for Greek, and also the. Vice-Chancellor’s 
J.atin medal. He graduated as a Senior 
Moderator in both Classics and Modern 
Literature. In 1873 he obtained a classical 
scholarship. The ten scholars of that year 
were an exceptionally brilliant lot. Mal- 
colm Montgomery was first; Professor Louis 
Claude Purser, afterwards Vice-Provost of 
Trinity, second; Oscar Wilde, sixth; Wiliam 
Ridgeway, seventh, and Sir George Vanston, 
eighth. <a 

From Dublin University Sir William Ridge- 
way went to Cambridge, where he graduated 
as fifth classic, and was elected to a Fellow- 
ship at Caius College. From 1883 to 1894 
he held the Chair of Greek at Queens 
College, Cork. His sixtieth birthday annt- 
versary was marked by the presentation of 
a volume of essays and studies, specially 
written by his friends. The book was 
divided into three parts, one dealing with 
classics and archeology, another with 
medieval literature and history, and the 
third with anthropology and comparative 
religion. This unique honour testified to 
the world-wide fame which Sir William 
Ridgeway’s books had won for him, there 
were some three hundred subscribers to the 
testimonial, virtually all of them men of 
celebrity. 

Sir William Ridgeway had the reputation 
of being one of the finest Classical scholars 
in Europe. From his schooldays he was an 
omnivorous reader, but apart from his great 
erudition he was a man of original mind and 
a master of English prose. He overtaxed his 
sight, however, and some years ago he became 
almost totally blind, and was led about by a 
boy. When no longer able to discern print, 
even with the assistance of the most powerful 
glasses, he employed readers, and continued 
to increase his knowledge. He was one ot 
those who certainly did not suffer fools gently, 
and his manner was often brusque. Like 
some other great scholars, Sir William 
Ridgeway was disposed to be dogmatic, but 
to those who had the privilege of his personal 
friendship he was very gracious. 

Sir William Ridgeway was an Hon. Doctor 
of Literature of Dublin, Manchester and 
Aberdeen Universities. He was President of 
the Royal Anthropological Institute, 1908-10, 
and President of the Anthropological Section 
of the British Association. In this later 
capacity he read a paper at the meeting of 
the Association in Dublin in 1908 which 
caused some comment, 

The list of Sir William Ridgeway’s works 
fills a whole page of the Trinity College 
Library Catalogue. His varied knowledge 
is indicated by. the following selection from 
his written works:—‘‘ Origin of Metallic 
Currency and Weight Standards,’’ 1892 ; “The 
Karly Age of Greece,’’ 1901: ‘‘The Origin 
and Influence of the Thoroughbred Horse,” 
1905 ; ‘‘ Homeric Land System,’’ ‘‘ Who Were 
the Romans?”’ 1907; ‘‘ The Oldest Irish Epic,”’ 
1907; ‘‘The Origin of Tragedy,’’ 1910; 
‘‘Minos the Destroyer,’ 1910; ‘* The 
Differentiation of the Chief Species of Zebras,’’ 
1909; and “ The Dramas 
Dances of Non-European in 
reference to the origin of Tragedy,’’ 

Sir William was Knighted in 1919. “In 
1880 he married Anne, daughter of the late 
Mr. Arthur Samuels, of Kingstown, by whom 
he had one daughter. 

BRILLIANT DISCOVERIES. 

In its obituary notice of Sir Willam 
Ridgeway, Zhe Times says that shortly 
after he graduated at Gonville and Caius 
College, Cambridge, he was elected a Fellow 
of his college, but was not appointed to 
the teaching staff. The disappointment was 
severe, nor can there be doubt that the 
partisan feeling which was then engendered 
did something to delay the proper recogni- 
tion of his work in Cambridge.. Probably 
the same cause contributed later on to a 
prolonged delay in the publication of his 
epoch-making article on ‘‘The Authors of 
the Mycenaean Culture,’’ in the Journal of 
Hellenic Studies, a mistake of judgment on 
the part of the then editors of that journal 
which was sternly censured bv Sir Richard 
Jebb, and which ultimately led to their re- 
signation. 

_ Meanwhile Ridgeway had been appointed, 
in 1883, to the chair of Greek in University 
College, Cork, 


bridge, and the brilliant discoveries which 
he was making on many sides of classical 
study went without ceasing. They in- 
cluded a series of essays on the historical 
interpretation of Aristotle, the smaliness of 
the Homeric horse, the origin of the 
mathematical element in the teaching of 
Pythagoras, and the legend of the Hind with 
the Golden Horn. He was one of the first, 
if not the first, of English scholars to 
recognise the importance of the new 
scientific school of comparative philology 
in Germany; for in 1881 he correctly applied 
Brugmann’s great discovery of the sonant 
nasals to explain certain Tonic and Attic

terminations, before this had been done even | 


by Brugmann himself. 

The turning point of Ridgeway’s career was 
his appointment to the Disney Chair of 
Archeology in Cambridge in 1892, followed 
by his re-election to a Fellowship at his own 
college. This enabled him to relinquish the 
Chair of Greek at Cork, in which he had 
rendered more than one vital service to Irish 
education.

There are no week-end meetings 
to be addressed: few, if any, deputations 
to be seen; no answers to Parliamentary 
questions to be compiled, and no second 
reading speeches to be prepared. Tho 
result is that the President and his 
Ministers are enabled to snatch a few 
extra and well-deserved hours of leisure 
in the working day. A few of them have 
shaken the dust of office from their feet 
for a couple of weeks, and there are at 
present “on leave ” Professor O'Sullivan, 
Minister for Education, and Mr. 
McGilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce. The latter left Dublin on 
Tuesday to spend a short holiday with 
his parents in the North of Ireland. 

Mr. Hogan, the Minister for Agricul- 
ture, is still in Canada, combining busi- 
ness with pleasure; and Mr. Blythe, the 
Minister for Finance, has just returned 
from Monaghan, where he has been having 
fireside talks with his constituents. So 
far, the only member of the Administra- 
tion who has elected to remain con- 
tinuously at his post is, I believe, the 
President, who is to be found in his office 
in Merrion street almost every day in the 
week ; so that, with the exception of Pro- 
fessor O’Sullivan and Mr. McGilligan, all 
the members of the Executive Council are 
again assembled at Government Buildings. 


LOOKING AHEAD. 


While there is not the traditional 
pressure of work, neither the Ministers 
nor their executive officers are idle. There 
is the preparation of business for the 
autumn Parliamentary session, and there 
is the ordinary routine administrative 
work of their respective departments, and 
in another few weeks the hustings will 
begin to make fresh demands on the 
Ministerial time. - It was decided by the 
party headquarters that the practice of 
having week-end meetings should be dis- 
continued during the month of August, 
and Ministers were glad of the respite. 
When active ‘“‘electioneering’’ begins 
again on Ist September with meetings in 
Kerry it will probably be found that the 
period of abstinence has in no way im- 
paired the vigour of Governmental utter- 
ances.

CATTLE TRANSPORT BY 
MOTOR 


be Fos See 
INTERESTING DEVELOP- 
MENT. 


At the National Transport Congress in 
Dublin last December some facts and 
ficures dealing with the transport of cattle 
by road were discussed. Since then several 
small scale experiments have been made, 
and each succeeding Thursday has wit- 
nessed increases in the number of sheep 
and pigs arriving at Dublin Cattle Market 


on motor vehicles. 
Now a further notable development has 


taken place under the auspices of the 
Irish Motorists’ Union and Transport De- 
velopment Federation. Late on Wednes- 
day night a specially designed motor 
wagon and trailer was loaded with cattle 
at Ballymahon, Co. Longford (68 miles 
from Dublin and 12 miles from its nearest 
railway station), and delivered at 5 o clock 
yesterday morning to Messrs. Mackie, 
Burns and Co, in Dublin Cattle Market. 

Previously to loading for Dublin the same 
‘‘road-train’’ transferred twenty fat cattle 
from Ballymahon fair to Mr. Cox s farm at 
Killucan. It is stated that these cattle would 
not have been purchased in the absence of 
motor transport. owing to walking the distance 
(eighteen miles) being excessive for fat beasts. 

An average speed of twelve miles an hour 
was maintained on the trip from Ballymahon 
to Dublin, where the animals were unloaded 
in perfect condition by means of easy “ gang- 
ways” which form parts of the “ road- 
train. "' 

Discussing the result of the experiment with 
the Secretary of the Ivish Motorists’ Union, a 
representative of the Jrish Times was re- 
minded that cattle sold in Ballymahon on 
Wednesday could not reach the Dublin market 
on Thursday morning otherwise than by means 
of motor transport. Thus, in addition to 
avoiding the undoubted depreciation in value 
which would have been involved in a twelve- 
mile walk, a railway journey to Dublin, and a 
further transference from the railway to the 
market, there was at least a full day s saving 
of time in transport. 

The experiment was carried through by the 
Irish Live Stock Carrying Company, of 9 Shaw 
street, Dublin, who have designed special 
vebicles for the transport of horses, cattle. 
and other live stock, and was organised locally 
by Mr. Patrick McKenna, T.D., and Mr. 
Hugh Garahan, Chairman of the Longford 
County Council. 

It is understood that the total cost of 
transport did not exceed the combined costs 
of drovers’ wages and railway freights; and 
it is gratifving to know that most, of not all, 
of the road surfaces travelled over are stated 
by the organisers of the experiment to be 
thoroughly satisfactory. The experiment is 
stated to have created widespread interest in 
Ballymahon district, and to have elicited most 
encouraging expressions of opinion from lead- 
ing farmers and cattle dealers.

When the Minister of Industry and 
Commerce made these remarks at Limerick 
I can remember that surprise was de- 
picted in the features of virtually 
every member of his audience. Apart, 
however, from the involuntary change of 
facial expression, there was nothing to 
indicate the strain which the Minister's 
statement must. have imposed on the 
credulity of the delegates. One after 
another they had prattled easily and 
smoothly of the ‘‘dole’’ until Mr. 
McGilligan came to confound them with 
the announcement that there was no such 
thing as the ‘“‘dole,’’ and never had been, 
in the Free State. The simple truth is 
that the announcement was as much a 
revelation to the public generally as it 
was to the members of the Limerick Con- 
vention—that is, if the general public took 
the trouble to read the statement at all; 
or it may be that many people who read 
it shared the apparent view of several of 
the Limerick delegates that there had 
been a “slip” of the Ministerial tongue. 

Only this week the Secretary of the 
Dublin County Council, writing to the 
North Dublin District Council, referred 
to the feeling of the members of his 
Council that “the workers would much 
prefer to work for such remuneration as 
would provide the necessaries of life 
rather than be recipients of the ‘dole.’ ” 


SOLVENCY AND INSOLVENCY. . 
Notwithstanding the very clear and definite 
statement of the Minister at Limerick, the 
quite erroneous and seemingly general impres- 
sion still prevails that the '“ dole ' does exist 
in the Free State—indeed, not merely that, 
but that it always has existed, and, presum- 
ably, until the last trumpet sounds the 
summons to judgment will exist in the twenty- 
Despite its prevalence this im- 
pression has not even the shadow of founda- 
tion. There is no “ dole ” in the Free State. 
Actually, the twenty-six counties have never

The ‘“‘dole’’ does not, in fact, exist any- 
where in Great Britain or Ireland at the 
present time; but there is, at the same time, 
a very important difference between the 
manner in which Unemployment Insurance 
operates and is administered by the Parlia- 
ments of Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
and the manner of its operation and regulation 
by the Dail. The difference is best expressed 
in the words of Mr. McGilligan: that, unlike 
the neighbouring Legislatures, the Free State 
does not vote ‘‘money for nothing ’’—that is 
to say, that, while in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland “free benefit’’ is advanced 
by way of mortgage on the future contribu- 
tions of the workers, in the Free State the 
unemployed worker merely is paid benefits in 


an exact proportion to the contributions paid 


by him into the Unemployment Fund. The

difference, to put it in other words, and, as it 
happens, to give an accurate representation of 


the position, is the difference between 
solvency and insolvency, between a solvent 
and insolvent Unemployment Insurance Fund.

ORIGIN OF COMPULSORY INSURANCE. 


The general question of the scope, operation 


and administration of Unemployment Insur- 
ance seems to be the subject of much loose 


thought and misinformed opinion, and some 
advertence to the origin of the scheme is 
necessary to a proper understanding of the 
position. Compulsory insurance against un- 
emp'oyment, it should be explained, in the 
first place, was introduced in Great Britain 
and Ireland by the Unemployment Insurance 
Act of 1911. 
limited number of trades—building, saw- 
milling. works of construction, engineering, 
shipbuilding and ironfounding and construc- 
tion of vehicles—and was administered 
through the employment exchanges or labour 
exchanges—as they were then called—estab- 
ished by the Labour Exchanges Act of 1909. 
The designers of the Unemployment Insurance 
Act were especially careful to ensure that it 
was actuarily seund. 

With the outbreak of the European War the 
demand for man-power for the fighting forces 
and for the munition factories virtually 
eliminated unemployment. 
was still in progress the British Government, 
foreseeing the probability of acute unemploy- 
ment following the termination of the conflict, 


extended the scope of compulsory insurance to 


munition workers, When the European 
struggle eventually terminated the Unemploy- 
ment Fund was not only solvent, but had 
very considerable reserves. The immediate 
disbandment of munition workers at the end 
of 1918, however, presented an 
that the British Government decided could 
only be met by the allocation of a sum of 
£50,000,000 to be paid by out-of-work dona- 
tion. The amount was soon exhausted, and 
had to be supplemented by other not incon- 
siderable sums. 


FREE BENEFITS. 

Here was “money for nothing 
allocation of free grants for the relief of un- 
employment. In a very short time the out-of. 
work donation came to signify a State’s act of 
charity. An English magistrate, so far as one 
remembers, was the first to refer to the 
weekly donation as the “ dole,’’ and its repeti- 
tion in the Press brought the expression 
general currency. In 1920 came the discon- 
tinuance of the out-of-work donation and the 
substitution of “free benefits.’’ In that year 
the British Government decided to extend the 
the compulsory insurance scheme to cover 
all classes of workers with certain specified 
exceptions, the principal exception being 
workers engaged in agriculture and private 
domestic service. To met the acute unem- 
ployment still existing, it was decided that 
workers coming within the scope of the 
extended scheme should, subject to certain 
conditions, be allowed to draw uncovenanted 
or free benefit where they had no contribu- 
tions to the credit of their account with 
the Unemployment Fund, the free benefit 
so advanced being by way of a mortgage 
on the contributions which the workers would 
subsequently pay into the fund when the un- 
employment crisis had passed. 

The passing of the ‘‘dole’’ as such in 
Great Britain and ireland accordingly dates 
from the vear 1920, with the extension of 
the insurance scheme to all classes of workers 
(with the exceptions mentioned). A further 
change, however, was due, inasmuch as 
Southern Ireland was soon to constitute itself 
a State outside and apart from the United 
Kingdom. It will be realised, perhaps, that, 
while the country as a whole had its own 
unemployment problem to cope with, it was 
never on all fours with the same problem in 
Great Britain, and on which the legislation 
(1920) applied to Ireland in common with 
the mother country was based. With the 
Treaty and the establishment of a native 
Administration, the necessity for reviewing 
the whole position impressed itself upon the 
Saorstat Government, and immediate steps 
were‘ taken to discontinue the system—made 
operative by the 1926 legislation—of paying 
“free benefit,” a system which, in the 
opinion of the Government, threatened to 
involve the Free State Unemployment In- 
surance Fund in a state of almost hopeless 
insolvency. 

NO MONEY FOR NOTHING,

armament Conference was called 
because Great Britain objected to the 
United States having a merchant fleet and 
navy bigger than her own, Admiral W. L. 
Rogers (retired), in the course of an 
address to the Institute of Politics here 
to-day, made the further startling asser- 
tion that the whole conference was a piece 
of British strategy, and designed to check 
America’s naval supremacy over Great 
Britain. 

The Admiral, who served on the 
Citizens’ Committee attached to the 
American delegation at the conference, 
declared that Great Britain held out as 
a bait the idea of settlements in the Far 
East, together with the abrogation of the 
Japanese Alliance. 

The whole result of the conference was 
that, for the advantage of Great Britain, 
a treaty was signed which destroyed the 
threatened American supremacy on the 
seas, and left Great Britain as the leading 
Power. Further, it released her from the 
Japanese Alliance, which Canada would 
no longer tolerate.

SEVERAL LIVES LOST. 
BUDAPEST, Vhursday. 

A violent explosion took place at 7 o'clock 
this evening at the Manfred Weisz Ammuni- 
tion Factory on the Island of Csepel, just 
below Budapest. A large part of the build- 
ings, comprising the works, caught fire, and 
several were destroyed. The flames were 
visible within a radius of 35 miles. The 
State wireless emission station was slightly 
damaged. Several persons lost their lives. 

It appears that three powder magazines ex- 
ploded on the island. The Police Prefecture 
on the island was demolished. The Communal 
Hospitat was damaged, and is to be evacu- 
ated. 

The fire is spreading, and fears of further 
explosions are entertained, hence the island 
is being isolated by a cordon of troops. 

The number of killed and injured is not 
yet known,

PACT OF MADRID. 


NEW MEDITERRANEAN 
SITUATION,

In a leading article The Times observes :— 
In profound secrecy, the Governments—it 
would probably be more correct to say the 
Governors—of Italy and Spain have nego- 
tiated a treaty, the precise terms of which 
are still unknown, but from the calculated 
disclosures of the Roman Press it certainly 
appears to be of a comprehensive nature. It 
is said to be divided into three parts, the 
first political, the second juridical, and the 
third relating to procedure and application. 
The political section contains a clause impos- 
ing mutual neutrality on either party in the 
event of “ unprovoked ” attack on the other, 
and in the second section the signatories 
undertake to submit to methods of arbitra- 
tion or conciliation any disputes that may 
arise between them. These appear to be the 
most important provisions of the new instru- 
ment, but it would be wholly premature to 
assume that no engagements of equal or even 
greater importance have been taken about 
which nothing has been made public. The whole 
compact has been veiled in a secrecy that 
has happily grown unfashionable since the 
war, but in which the Italian Press, in its 
comments of the last few days, has taken a 
jubilant pride. : 

Secrecy during negotiation will never cease 
to be a feature of diplomacy, but it, is less 
clear why tne terms of the Treaty should 
not be made public, now that its conclusion 
has been officially announced, and why tts 
registration with the Secretariat of the 
League, as has been semi-officially stated, 
should be retarded until after the September 
meeting of the Assembly. 

Apart from the question of the conformity 
of the pact to the Covenant of the League, 
its salient feature is undoubtedly the new 
position which it creates in the Mediter- 
ranean. Since the war the balance of power 
in the great inland sea has been greatly 
altered. The disappearance of the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire, and the consequent 
changes of seaboard in the Adriatic, increased 
the relative influence of Italy, and Signor 
Mussolini has more recently done all in his 
power to further that natural process. A 
chain has been forged linking Spain with 
Italy as she was not linked before. ‘There 
Is a new situation in the Mediterranean.

distilling industry, declaring that the unjust 
rate of duty on whiskey can only have the 
effect of killing one of the oldest of the few 
industries still remaining in the country. 


CHANNEL CONQUEROR. 


GERMAN VILLAGERS 
WELCOME MISS EDERLE:. 
BERLIN, Thursday. 

Miss Gertrude Ederle, the Channel 
swimmer, had an uproarious reception from 
the inhabitants of the small village of 
Bissingen, in Wurtemburg, her father’s 
birthplace, when she arrived there this even- 
ing to visit her grandmother. The villagers, 
many of whom did not know what the 
Channel was, discovered that the name of 
Ederle had become famous only owing to 
the fact that the village postman was spend- 
ing most of his time deliyering hundreds of 
telegrams and letters of congratulations to 
the grandmother. They thereupon decided 
to give the village’s grandchild a fitting 
reception. 

When the Channel swimmer arrived with 
her father by motor car a _ deputation of 
village elders, wearing ceremonial top hats, 
welcomed her with a speech, while the 
village band played festive music, and the 
thousand and odd inhabitants cheered 
heartilv. Mr. and Miss Ederle were then 
escorted in a torchlight procession to the 
grandmother, who is the landlady of the 
village inn, and has sixteen sons and 
daughters. At . night the village was 
illuminated, and scenes of merriment con- 
tinued until a late hour. 

CHEWING GUM MAGNATE’S 
OFFER. 
CHICAGO, Thursday. 

Apparently in order to draw attention to 
Channel swims on this side of the Atlantic, 
Mr.. William Wrigley, junior, the American 
chewing gum magnate, has offered a sum of 
$5,000 to Miss Ederle if she will make a trip 
to the Pacific Coast and attempt to swim the 
channel between Catalina Island and the 
Californian mainland at its most approachable 
point. The channel is twenty-three miles 
across, slightly wider than the Straits of 
Dover, but is much less rough.—(Reuter.)

THE FRANC’S INSTABILITY. 


It is fairly evident that the unknown 
factor in the case is created. by the con- 
tinued instability of the franc,. which this 
morning has fluctuated between the rates 
of 180 and 176 to the pound. 

M. Poincaré stated that there was no 
need to be unduly anxious about the fall 
of the franc~—or, as he described it, ‘* the 
rise in the pound sterling ”—during the 
last two days. 

The previous fall of the pound has been 
very heavy. That did not mean, however, 
that the pound would not fall below the 
lowest rate reached recently. The frane, 
as he had several times pointed out, had 
been quoted at much less than its true 
rate of exchange. It was none the less 


true, he added, that what he called the. 
‘* fall in the pound,’’ which occurred after 


the formation of the Ministry of National 


Union, was too heavy because it was too 


rapid.

Sir,—Permanent arrangements for frequent 
meetings of statesmen to discuss international 
matters of all kinds-wnd, in particular, to deal 
with dangerous’ disagreements suddenly 
springing up constitute the first thing needed 
to avoid war.

Finally, Signor Salandra concurred in the

the League, and that if such dispute cannot be 
settled by diplomacy, arbitration, or judicial 
settlement, it is the duty of the Couricil to 
deal with it in accordance with the terms of 
Article 15 of the Covenant.”’ 

That settled beyond question the matter ‘of 
the League 's competence, which had only been 
disputed at the very start by Signor Salandra 
when he said that certain provision in the 
Covenant “could not be applied to Italy.”’ 

There are tremendous grounds for pessimism. 
The League is young: People do not know 
well enough yet. what are its provisions nor 
understand that there really exists a new 
relationship among all nations signatories to 
the Covenant. You cannot want a svstem 
which you do not quite understand.’ That 
why Governments sometimes can. if they to 
desire, evade some of their obligations under 
that solemn Covenant, gasúr, Bi at least.—
